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VER 200 residents 
joined a panel of experts 
to discuss the key issues 
facing Hackney at a 
Question Time-style debate. 

The event on 1 8 March marked 
the launch of ‘Hackney: A Place 
for Everyone?’, a year-long 
engagement programme, during 
which the Council aims to speak 
to as many residents as possible 
about the challenges facing the 
borough today. 

Members of the audience at The 
City Academy, Hackney, posed 
questions to the panel during 
the event, chaired by Guardian 


journalist and Clapton resident, 
Dave Hill. Those who could not 
be there joined in with a lively 
debate on social media, using the 
hashtag #hackney debate. 

The main topics were around 
housing, opportunities for young 
people, and social cohesion, with 
both the panellists and audience 
members giving some thought- 
provoking responses. 

Resident James Diamond, 59, 
said: “I think it’s really important 
to have these kinds of debates. I 
hope that this process continues 
because a lot of people want to 
have their voices heard.” 


Beth Foster-Ogg, 17, who 
attends Clapton Girls’ Academy 
agreed. She said: “It was very 
informative and the panel 
members were engaging. I think 
the biggest issue facing Hackney 
is gentrification. How do we deal 
with the inequality between rich 
and poor? How will the next 
generation be able to afford to 
buy a house?” 

After the debate, Mayor 
of Hackney, Jules Pipe, said: 
“Hackney is changing fast. As a 
Council we need to react and keep 
up with the pace of change, and 
the people who live here need to 


be at the heart of the decisions we 
make in the coming years. 

“To help us to do this, we’re 
going out to seek residents’ views 
in a way we’ve never done before. 
The debate was the first step and 
I’d urge everyone to get involved 
during the next 12 months.” 

Council staff will be attending 
events across the borough over 
the coming year, giving people the 
opportunity to feed their thoughts 
and ideas into a report on 
managing change in the borough.

M ORE than 100 
residents on 
Kings Crescent 
Estate attended 
an informative fun day 
to mark the appointment 
of a contractor to build 
hundreds of new homes 
and refurbish existing ones. 

Higgins Construction Pic 
is set to develop 273 new 
homes on vacant land and 
renovate 101 existing 
ones to above the Decent 
Homes Standard. 

The scheme will 
ultimately deliver 765 
homes for social renting 
and shared ownership, 
as well as those for 
private sale to fund the 
programme. Residents 
discussed plans and artists’ 
impressions of the new 
homes, found out about 
the scheme and asked 
questions at the event 
last month. 

Cllr Philip Glanville, 
Cabinet Member for 


Housing, said: “The 
Council has committed 
to providing new and 
refurbished homes for 
residents at Kings Crescent, 
so this is a big step forward 
for the estate. 

“Higgins is a company 
with many years experience 
of working with residents 
on estate regeneration, and 
together we look forward 
to providing Hackney with 
much-needed new homes.” 

A Kings Crescent jobs 
and apprenticeships fair 
is also set to take place 
in the coming months, 
with the Council’s 
Ways Into Work team 
set to place local young 
people and unemployed 


Hackney labourers in 
apprenticeships and jobs on 
the construction scheme. 

A masterplan for the 
£l00million, five-year, 
two-phase regeneration 
project was first granted 
planning permission in 
2012, with a detailed 
application for the first 
phase gaining consent 
in 2013. 

The management of 
all the homes for social 
renting, shared ownership 
and private sale will be 
undertaken by the Council. 

The number of Council 
homes for social renting on 
the estate will be increased 
from 195 to 274, with 
115 new homes for shared 


ownership and 376 for 
private sale, in blocks 
of between five and 12 
storeys, along with a new 
community centre. 

The Council has 
employed a design team 
led by Karakusevic 
Carson Architects in 
collaboration with Henley 
Halebrown Rorrison, Muf 
Architecture/Art, and Peter 
Brett Associates. 

Kings Crescent is one 
of the Council’s biggest 
housing regeneration 
projects and is part of a 
2,760-home, borough-wide 
programme across several 
estates. The programme, 
now in its fourth year, is 
one of the country’s largest 
schemes for building homes 
for social renting, shared 
ownership and private sale 
- with 201 homes for social 
renting, 20 for shared 
ownership/equity, and 
42 homes for private sale 
built so far.

HREE local 
charities are refining 
their pitches and 
hoping to raise cash 
as Hackney Giving Live 
returns for a second year. 

The ‘Dragons’ Den’ style 
event allows three projects 
to pitch to a live audience on 
13 April to secure funding, 
while also giving people 
living and working in the 
borough a simple way to 
support local charities and 
community groups. 

Last year, £10,000 was 
raised and split between 
three Hackney initiatives. 
This year, the charities 
pitching are: award-winning 
youth group The Crib, 
which wants to fund a 


music project designed to 
strengthen relationships 
between youths and 
police; Women and Young 
People’s Safety Solutions, 
which provides self-defence 
training for women; and 
Evergreen Play which wants 
to develop a supervised 
adventure playground for 
young people. 

Jake Ferguson, CEO of 
Hackney CVS, which set 
up Hackney Giving, said: 


“Hackney is a thriving 
borough with a great sense 
of community, but some 
of our residents experience 
disadvantage and poverty 
and this is why we set up a 
local giving fund to enable 
community groups to 
deliver sustainable projects. 
So please join us at Hackney 
Giving Live, it promises 
to be a lively and inspiring 
night out.” 

Mayor of Hackney, Jules 


Pipe, added: “Hackney 
Giving is a fantastic and 
really simple initiative with 
the potential to make a huge 
difference to our borough.” 

In addition to live 
crowdfunding, the audience 
will be entertained by stand- 
up comedian and Hackney 
resident, Ava Vidal, a 
regular on TV show ‘Mock 
The Week.’ 

The debate is set to take 
place at Lyst Studios on 
Hoxton Square.

Hackney Winter Night Shelter rated ‘excellent’ 


A HACKNEY shelter 
for the homeless has 
been rated as ‘excellent’ 
by a new project aiming 
to create standardised 
assessments of shelters 
across the country. 

Housing Justice, a 
national housing and 
homelessness organisation, 
visited Hackney Winter 
Night Shelter as part of its 




Quality Mark inspections. 

Its report concluded 
that the shelter, which is 
independently run and 
funded exclusively by 
public donations, 
is highly organised 
and well managed, 
provides ‘excellent, 
solid links with the rest 
of the homelessness 
sector’ and that guests 


are ‘happy to be at the 
venue’. 

Run by charity Hackney 
Doorway, the Hackney 
Winter Night Shelter has

been opening its doors 
to rough sleepers in the 
borough since 1993. It 
is hoped the Housing 
Justice Quality Mark 
will assure funders, local 
authorities, insurers and 
the community that night 
shelters are run to the 
highest standards.

News in brief 


Child sexual exploitation op 

THE Council and Hackney police have joined forces to help 
local businesses identify potential victims of child sexual 
exploitation. 

Operation Makesafe focuses on the hospitality, transport 
and licensed premises trades and aims to raise awareness 
of the warning signs of an at-risk young person. 

These include: adults who try to hide the fact that they 
are with, or have befriended, a young person; young 
people being taken to hotels; and young people who look 
uncomfortable or under duress. 

Detective Chief Inspector Cath Edington, Hackney’s 
public protection lead, said: “Often the child or young 
person does not see themselves as a victim of sexual 
exploitation. It is therefore essential that not only police 
and partners, but also the wider community, are alert to 
the warning signs.” 

The operation, which launched on 1 6 March, will see a 
range of programmes introduced, such as briefings to 
schools and youth clubs and patrols by Hackney’s gangs 
unit to identity potentially vulnerable girls.

Man who owned gun that 
killed Shereka Marsh jailed 

A GANG member who shot two men with the handgun 
that later killed Hackney schoolgirl Shereka Marsh has 
been jailed for 20 years. 

Andrew Gordon shot rival gang members with the 
Birevetta 7.65mm pistol through a car window as the 
pair, who survived the attack, waited in traffic. 

The 26-year-old was found guilty on 9 March of two 
counts of attempted murder and one of possession of a 
prohibited firearm. 

The gun was later given to a 1 5-year-old boy for 
safekeeping, who accidentally shot his girlfriend Shereka, 
an Urswick School student, in the neck while showing off 
the weapon in the bedroom of his Hackney Wick home in 
March last year. 

The teenager, who cannot be named for legal reasons, 
had been looking after the gun, plus ammunition and 
body armour, for Gordon, of Urswick Road, E9, who he 
refused to name. 

The 1 5-year-old was jailed for nine years last September 
after being convicted of manslaughter and gun crimes. 

He lost a court of appeal bid to clear his name earlier this 
month, but has had his sentence slashed and will likely 
serve four-and-a-half years before being released. 
Shereka’s mother, Shyrine Mills, said: “Shereka would 
have been a valuable member of society. But sadly those 
dreams will never reach fruition.”

Talking Hackney 


The community got together for a fascinating 
debate about the changing face of the borough

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H OW do we 
continue to 
improve Hackney 
but make sure it 
works for everyone? 

That was the key 
question of a thought- 
provoking debate on 
1 8 March that took in 
a welter of heavyweight 
topics including housing, 
gentrification, young people 
and crime. The Question 
Time-style discussion, 
called ‘Hackney: A Place 
for Everyone?’, marked the 
beginning of a year-long 
Council process to talk 
and listen to thousands of 
residents about the way the 
borough is changing. 

Nine questions from 
over 200 residents and 


schoolchildren were 
put before a panel of six 
experts, who all live, work 
or grew up in the borough, 
at the debate at The City 
Academy, Hackney. 

According to panellists, 
ensuring people from 
different backgrounds are 
able to regularly ‘hang out’ 
together in the same spaces 
is key to maintaining a 
healthy community. 

Birkbeck academic, Dr 
Melissa Butcher, said: “In 


Broadway Market there’s 
still the mix of greasy spoon 
and upmarket cafe, but 
that’s changing. If the retail 
changes, that changes who 
accesses that space.” 

Dr Cheryl Day, 
Headteacher at Clapton 
Girls’ Academy, urged 
communities to learn 
from the borough’s 
schoolchildren who 
‘celebrate in their diversity.’ 

Senior Public Policy 
Advocate, Robbie de 


Santos, said Hackney is 
becoming increasingly 
divided with a rapidly 
‘missing middle’ - those not 
well off enough to afford 
private housing, but who 
do not qualify for social 
housing. He backed shared- 
ownership schemes ‘for 
city-makers, like teachers’, 
adding he would like to see 
a 50/50 split of social and 
intermediary house-building 
by the Council. 

Ending the right to buy 
Council homes; reducing the 
cost of what is misleadingly 
termed ‘affordable’ housing; 
and preventing other 
councils from parachuting 
their homeless into Hackney 
formed Mayor Pipe’s wish 
list on how the borough’s

Council to think about ways 
of breaking down barriers. 

Mayor Pipe said the 
Council was continuously 
searching for ways to bring 
people together, citing 
Play Streets as an example 
of community cohesion. 
Adding: “It’s about keeping 
our schools places where 
people from across our 
diverse community want to 
send their children.” 

Lawyer Tunde Okewale 
said: “I think the crucial 
point is dialogue and 
giving people an 
opportunity to make them 
feel they can be a part of a 
changing community.” 

Hackney’s ongoing 
transformation has gone 
hand-in-hand with a fall 


in crime, with the borough 
seeing 11,000 fewer crimes 
now than a decade ago, 
including a significant drop 
in gang violence. 

The benefits are being 
enjoyed by most, but 
the borough remains a 
dangerous place for some, 
said Mayor Pipe. Mr 
Okewale added this issue 
extended beyond Hackney: 
“There’s a problem with 
young men unable to 
communicate effectively 
and resorting to violence.” 
The 2011 riots were a 
manifestation of discontent 
nationally, he said. 

And what for the 
future generations of the 
borough? Helping young 
people get a foot in the door

housing issues could be 
more easily tackled. 

The ongoing changes in 
the borough have seen those 
from lower incomes feeling 
‘displaced’, ‘marginalised’, 
and ‘alienated’, according to 
some panellists. 

Dr Butcher said: “There 
is a link between security, 
crime and gentrification. 
People would talk about 
feeling safer, because, 
in their words, there are 
more young professionals. 
But the presence of that 
demographic is making 
them feel less secure in other 
ways, in terms of their place 
in Hackney.” 

Tensions arise because of 
‘misperceptions’, she added, 
urging the community and

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“It’s a good place to start, 
opening a dialogue between 
people from different 
backgrounds and different 
professions. I think it creates 
a platform to give different 
opinions. I think the biggest 
issue is gentrification. 

There’s a wealthier class 
of people moving into the 
area, property prices going 
up, rental prices going up, 
and local people are being 
pushed out of the area which 
they’ve grown up in, which is 
very difficult and has created 
a divide in the community.”

the creative businesses 


around Tech City, is key, 
the panel agreed. 

Dr Butcher added: 
“Arranging face-to- 
face meetings between 
entrepreneurs and young 
people is important, as is 
developing channels to 
connect with Tech City.” 

Mayor Pipe said: “It’s 
absolutely the place of 
the Council to bring 
together these businesses 
and young people.” 

Adding: “We’re instilling 
from primary age that these 
jobs are as much for you 
as they are for anyone else, 
even more so, because it’s 
your borough.” 


“I thought it was really well informed, it was very 
interesting to hear different backgrounds and 
different perspectives on a lot of the issues that 
we are living through at the moment ourselves.”

F IVE years ago, flyers 
began appearing 
all over Hackney 
- in chip shops, on 
lampposts and in nail bars 
- asking the same question: 
‘Would you be interested in 
having your portrait taken 
with your baby, within 24 
hours of their birth?’ 

“I started from 
frustration, largely,” 
says Jenny Lewis, the 
photographer responsible 
for the flyers and whose 
exhibition ‘One Day Young 
In Hackney’ is currently 
showing at Boxpark. 

“There are so many 
negative representations 
of birth out there. I’d just 
had my son, Herb, and I 
found myself wanting to 
go up to pregnant women 
and say: ‘It will be okay! 

I promise!’ You can only 
do that so many times, so 
I thought a photographic 
representation might have a 


time 

bigger impact.” 

She imagined she might 
spend a few months taking 
10 portraits of mothers and 
their newborns. “Then 10 
turned into 150, and six 
months turned into five 
years,” she laughs. 

In the early stages of the 
project Jenny arrived to 
photograph a mother and 
her newborn. She recalls: 
“We were in her sitting 
room, surrounded by the 
detritus of the home birth 
that had happened just 
hours before and she 
started to talk. She said 
she had lost a baby in 
childbirth the year before. 

“She started to open 
up so frankly about this 
loss, while holding a four- 
hour-old baby in her arms. 
He was so strong, so big 
and so alive, and she was 
explaining that with every 
contraction she had had to 
battle with the memory of 
what happened last time.” 

Jenny began to question 
why new mothers are seen

as vulnerable. She says: 
“Actually, I think you’re 
at your strongest in those 
24 hours after birth. The 
women I met, wherever they 
came from and whatever 
their circumstances, all had 
this intensity in their eyes. 


“There is a beauty in all 
their portraits, of course, 
but it’s the strength within 
them that I really wanted 
to capture, the way that 
the mothering instinct 
triumphs over everything 
that is thrown at it. And I 
started to think what 
a thing it would be for 
that message to be out 
there for other women, 
something to counter all 
the stories about how 
much it’s going to hurt.” 

The finished project 
comprises 40 images of 
Hackney mothers within 
24 hours of giving birth, 
before, as Jenny says: 
“The tiredness sets in 
and the adrenaline 
drops and you lose that 
elemental high.” 


The babies are raw and 
red in their newness but the 
portraits are explicitly of 
their mothers, not of them. 

Over five years, she 
photographed mothers who 
had hospital births and ones 
who gave birth in their own 
home. There are mothers 
who live in mansions, 
mothers who are housed 
in hostels. Mothers from 
Turkey, Vietnam, Japan, 
Nigeria and elsewhere. 
Mothers aged from 17 to 
45. Gay mothers, single 
mothers, first-time mothers, 
fourth-time mothers. 

Hackney proved the ideal 
location, not only because it 
is Jenny’s home of 20 years, 
but because it is so diverse. 
She says: “It stops the 
project being categorised. 
No one can say ‘well, birth 
is OK for this one type of 
woman in this situation,’ 
because Hackney’s mothers 
cover all the bases. It’s a 
study of humanity in all its 
brilliant diversity.” 

As the project rolled on, 


and Jenny gathered support 
from Hackney’s home birth 
midwives, she found herself 
constantly on-call, her walls 
covered in multicoloured 
post-it notes with names, 
dates and addresses. 

“Everyone comments on 
how beautiful the women 
are,” says Jenny. Adding: 

“I think that’s amazing, 
since we’re used to seeing 
pictures of women that are 
retouched, artificially lit, 
and tweaked.” 

These women have bags 
under their eyes, stomachs 
still round from pregnancy, 
their hair is messy and they 
are in their pyjamas, but, 
as Jenny says: “There is 
such a fierce happiness 
about them, you can’t help 
but see the beauty.”

C HRIS Garnsworthy, 
manager of 
Hackney 
Community 

Library service, is telling 
me about the time he lent 
a copy of ‘Fifty Shades Of 
Grey’ to an octogenarian. 

“She called to complain 
that it was filthy,” he laughs. 
“I apologised and gently 
asked her what she had 
expected. It turned out, it 
wasn’t the plot she objected 
to - she loved that. It was a 
dirty mark on the CD itself 
she was cross about! ” 

He is standing in Stoke 
Newington Library, 
where the service stores 
its seemingly infinite stock 


of books, films, CDs 
and jigsaws. From these, 
personalised collections 
are made up each day, and 
delivered to the homes of 
hundreds of housebound 
people across the borough. 

To his left are rows of 
large print books, for those 
whose eyesight is failing. To 
his right: light books, easy 
for those with arthritis to 
hold. Behind him: walls of 
audio books for the blind. 
Popular requests, he tells 
me, include family sagas, 


adventure stories, thrillers 
and, of course, romance. 

“We keep records of every 
single user’s preferences,” 
explains Chris. London’s 
most used community 
library service - which 
turned 65 this year - has 
over 700 users, each 
receiving a delivery once a 
month. It’s a big job. Some 
request a few books, others 
puzzles and DVDs, one 
elderly lady takes 50 books 
a months and speed reads 
them all. Each person has a 


file at the library, detailing 
their tastes and requests, 
so staff can make careful 
selections to suit them. 

Chris flicks through a 
folder of these hand written 
notes: ‘No Katie Price,’ 
reads one; ‘books where no 
animals are injured’; ‘war 
but not involving Germans’ 
(he now has a German carer 
and doesn’t want to offend); 
and trickier still ‘murders 
with no killing please’. 

“We want to offer the 
same degree of personal 
service that they would 
get if they could walk into 
the library and browse 
themselves,” explains Jaki 
Britto, a member of the 
community library team. 
She adds: “They can’t do 
that anymore, because they

are housebound, but that 
means that books become 
even more important 
to them.” 

“Books are their windows 
into the wider world,” 
agrees her colleague Lucy 
Bristow. Adding: “They 
offer education or escape. 
Sometimes people even tell 
us they act as medicine, that 
the pain of arthritis or other 
conditions lifts for those 
moments in which they are 
lost in a book.” 

The Hackney Community 
Library van goes out twice 
a day, every day, to meet 
an increasing demand for 
the service. “We don’t turn 
anyone down,” explains 
Chris, as we ferry a boot- 
load of books across 
the borough. 


“Oh yes,” agrees Joan 
Bird, “I’ve come to know 
the librarians quite well, 
they have become friends.” 
Hers is the first home on our 
round of deliveries today, 
and Chris has carried a 
box of audio books up the 
three flights of stairs to her 
flat. At 97-years-old, nearly 
blind and, as she puts it, 
‘struggling a little with my 
memory at the moment’, 
she is beautifully turned 
out and welcoming. 

Joan says: “The service is 
terribly important to me. I 
can’t go to the library and 
choose books myself, so 
this is a lifeline.” 

Sandra Levy has 
multiple sclerosis, and 
the community library 
service has also helped her 


to access the internet in her 
home, so that she can find 
advice and companionship 
on MS forums. “Now I 
have friends from Tasmania 
to Vienna,” laughs Sandra. 
Adding: “Without the 
library service, lots of us 
would be cut off completely. 
It’s a little thing, but it 
makes such a difference to 


people like me. Without my 
books, I’d be finished.” 

Chris is delivering a pile 
of murder mysteries, 
Sandra’s favourites. She 
says: “I’ve read so many, 
now, I could commit the 
perfect murder!” 

Back in the van, Chris 
outlines the service’s history. 
After the Second World 


War, Hackney Libraries 
arranged deliveries to war 
invalids and, in 1949, an 
official service of home visits 
for the ‘aged and infirm’ 
was established. It was the 
first of its kind. 

Sixty-five years on, the 
service has developed 
and diversified, but the 
appreciation remains the 
same. In a bright, sunlit 
flat near Springfield Park, 
Daisy Marquez tells us that 
the jigsaw puzzles and CDs 
of gospel music that Chris 
is delivering ‘give me more 
confidence, they make 
me happy’. 

Meanwhile at a flat in 
Victoria Park, Hilda and 
Sean Clarke are holding 
hands. “I’m 91 now, and 
he’s 90 - my toy boy,” says 


Hilda. Sean’s hearing is 
going, while Hilda’s eyesight 
is failing. 

The community library 
service delivers old Western 
movies for Sean and audio 
books for Hilda. 

She explains: “I can’t see 
the telly, it just looks like 
shades passing across the 
screen, so the audio books 
are my only entertainment.” 

Sean smiles at her, and 
says proudly: “My wife is 
an avid reader, she’s been 
reading all her life.”

H E’S been ‘blown- 
up’ twice, met 
the Queen four 
times, enjoyed 
two successful careers, 
and plays a pivotal 
role in 14 voluntary or 
charity groups. 

Lt Col Roderick Morriss, 
the Deputy Lieutenant of 
Hackney, has packed more 
into one lifetime than many 
could boast in three. 

On 25 February, the 
seemingly unstoppable 
6 8 -year-old was awarded 
the Freedom of the 
Borough, Hackney’s 
highest and rarest honour 
- for not only his role 
as Deputy Lieutenant, a 
voluntary position, but also 
for his service to St John 
Ambulance, The Royal 
British Legion, Scouts, and 
the National Flood and 
Tempest Distress Fund, 
among others. 

“I don’t believe anyone 
sets out to be involved in 
so many organisations,” 
he says. Adding: “However, 
every one of those jobs is 
a challenge and enormously 
rewarding.” 

Lt Col Morriss was made 
Deputy Lieutenant 17 years 
ago - his job is to ensure the 
monarch is kept up-to-date 
with what’s happening in 
Hackney and, in turn, act as 
the Queen’s representative 
during mayoral, royal or 
civic visits to the borough - 
and in that time he has seen 
the borough ‘flourish’. 

“Hackney has grown in 
pride and confidence,” he 
says. “It is the people that 
make a place and the people 
of Hackney have been most 
engaging and welcoming.” 

His apparent tirelessness 
appears to be a recurring 
theme in his life since 
moving from his birthplace, 
in Calcutta, India - where 


his father had been in the 
tea business - to England, 
where he began what 
would turn out to be an 
illustrious career in the 
shipping industry. 

Starting out as an 
apprentice engineer on 
Teeside at 17, he rose 
quickly through the ranks 
and, whilst still in his 20s, 
was shaping international 
shipping policy within 
the UN. When he retired 
in 2002, he created a 
Maritime Quality Code 
that would go on to be 
adopted by the world’s 
shipping heads. 

As his ‘civvy’ career 
flourished, so did a military 
calling. In 1971, he joined 
the 100 Medium Regiment 
Royal Artillery of the 
Territorial Army (TA) 
as a private. By 1989, he 
commanded 550 officers 
and had oversight of 
£25million of equipment. 

On his retirement from 
the TA, Lt Col Morriss had 
risen to liaison officer in 
the Allied Rapid Reaction 
Corps, answering directly 
to Sir Mike Jackson, 
Britain’s highest profile 
general since the Second 
World War. 

He says: “I joined the 
Gunners because I did not 
fancy having to march too 
much or dig trenches, little 
knowing that as a Captain 
- a rank I attained after 10 
years - 1 would have to lead 
an infantry company and 
dig as many holes as they. 

“Although never seeing 
action, the role we 


practised was defending 
the inner German border. 
We knew that our lives 
were going to be extremely 
short if push ever came to 
shove, whilst the politicians 
sought peace. 

“I was blown up in 
Germany and shelled by my 
own troops on Salisbury 
Plain. I should have taken 
the hint!” 

Despite rubbing 
shoulders with a long 
list of royals (the Queen 
is ‘delightful, kind and 
considerate’), advising 
world leaders, and 
reporting to one of the 
country’s top military men, 
it is his interactions with 
Hackney residents that Lt 
Col has most enjoyed. 

He says: “I have met so 
many wonderful people 
in the borough. Without 
exception, wherever I 
have gone in Hackney 
I have met with only 
friendship and help. 

“I am sometimes asked 
to officiate at citizenship 
ceremonies. These are the 
most moving of occasions 
as new citizens swear 
allegiance to the Queen and 
their new country and give 
every impression they are 
dedicated to making their 
new home and new country 
a better place for them and 
their families to live.” 

But what of a home life? 
Well, that’s a story in itself: 
He met wife Susanna in 
2006. After coming off a 
bend. Whilst tobogganing 
in Switzerland. As he 
pushed 60.

The Hackney-based 
project took nearly a year 
to complete; from sowing 
flax seeds, to spinning 
the fibre and stitching the 
linen top together. The 
project was the brainchild 
of Kate Poland, of 
Cordwainers Community 
Garden in Hackney. 

She said: “We wanted to 
think about the different

threads that bind us 
together across our city. 

We also wanted to examine 
the true cost of fashion and 
what it really takes to make 
a piece of clothing, we 
didn’t really expect it to be 
such a huge undertaking! ” 
Gardeners across London 
sowed patches of flax, 
the plant that produces 
linen, as did Southwold, 
Orchard and Morningside 
primaries; Morningside 
and Wentworth children’s 


centres; Gascoyne Estate; 
Daubeney Fields; London 
College of Fashion; and 
Hackney Marshes Centre. 

The crop was then 
taken to workshops to be 
processed into yarn which 
students from London 
College of Fashion used 
to knit the garment, 
which went on show at 
the Royal Horticultural 
Society in March. 

The project was run 
by Cordwainers Garden, 


Seeds of Fashion, and 
London College of Fashion, 
with financial support 
from the Big Lottery and 
Sanctuary Housing.

ZEN project wins corporate 
social responsibility awards 

A PIONEERING eco-project to get businesses operating in 
a cleaner, greener and cheaper way has been recognised 
with a national award. 

The Zero Emissions Network (ZEN), which sees the 
Council work with Hackney businesses to reduce 
pollutants, improve staff health, and save money, won 
the special judges award for community innovation at 
the national Corporate Social Responsibility Awards 
earlier this month. 

They recognise business excellence and innovation in 
areas including sustainability, carbon footprinting and 
staff welfare. 

Hackney set up the network a year ago and re-launched 
it in partnership with Islington and Tower Hamlets 
councils last October. It offers a series of exclusive cash- 
saving deals, including £1 1 ,000 off a Nissan electric 
vehicle, and unique access to free advice and services 
from travel, energy and green experts to traders in and 
around the highly-polluted Tech City area in Shoreditch. 
Karen Potter, National CSR Awards Director, said: 
“Judges were inspired by Hackney, Islington and Tower 
Hamlets councils’ collaboration to develop the ZEN 
initiative, which helps local businesses reduce their 
emissions, alleviate traffic congestion, and improve 
quality of life and community engagement.”

ROPOSALS for 
the next phase of 
Hackney’s Building 
Schools for the 
Future programme have 
been unveiled. 

The Council project 
has seen every secondary 
and special school in the 
borough either rebuilt 
or refurbished. But, with 
ever-increasing demand for 
school places, further work 
is required to ensure there 
are enough places for local 
children in years to come. 

The proposals involve 
building housing, which 
will be sold to fund the 
development of a new 
primary school for up to 
420 pupils in Hackney 
Downs, and a pupil referral 
unit in Hoxton. 


The proposals were 
presented to a meeting 
of the Council’s Pre- 
Application Planning Sub 
Committee, which gives 
applicants the chance to 
discuss their 
ideas at an 
early stage. 

Once the 
proposals have 
been further 
developed 
later this year, 
residents, 
schools and 


other stakeholders will 
be consulted. 

Mayor of Hackney, Jules 
Pipe, said: “We must act 
decisively to meet the needs 
of our growing population, 


including new homes and 
new and expanded schools. 
We need to provide an extra 
840 primary school places 
by 2019 and 750 places at 
secondary by 2020, but there 
is no Government funding 
to do this, so we need to find 
the money ourselves. 

“Building homes to 
sell privately to generate 
the funds - that allow us 
to build the schools and 
homes for social rent that 
we need - is a creative and 
ambitious approach to 
ensure our borough has the 
infrastructure it needs over 
the next decade.” 

As part of its school places 
strategy, the Council is also 
considering options for 
building a new secondary 
school in the borough.

GROUP of young 
people from 
Hackney spent 
a week away 
from home for a cultural 
exchange project. 

The trip was organised 
as part of a programme at 
The Edge Youth Hub, in 
Woodberry Down, which 
helps give young people the 
skills to express themselves, 
ask questions, have difficult 
conversations with their 
peers, and create positive 
change in their communities.

Those involved in the 
exchange are working 
towards completing an 


accreditation linked to their 
participation in the project. 

Cllr Antoinette Bramble, 
Cabinet Member for 
Education, said: “Through 
projects like this we can 
help young people to see 
the positive effects they can 
have on their communities, 
while giving them the skills 
that can help them better 
deal with conflict that can 
occur around them.”

Residents encouraged to take 
part in vital dementia research 

HACKNEY is leading the way in dementia research, piloting 
a new service that is now being launched nationally. 

The new online and telephone service - Join Dementia 
Research - aims to make it easier for people to take part 
in clinical trials and is the first of its kind in the UK. 

The North Thames Clinical Research Network was chosen 
to pilot Join Dementia Research for six months. More than 
1 ,800 people signed up, and already over 200 of them 
have participated in studies. 

Statistics show that almost two thirds of Brits would be 
willing to take part in dementia research, but four out of 
five wouldn’t know how to volunteer. 

Dr Joanne Roddafrom North East London Foundation NHS 
Trust, who led the trial, said: “With our local register we 
could put together a list of interested participants at the 
touch of a button, and Join Dementia Research can now 
do this on a national scale. I think it’s something that we 
can really offer to patients as a positive thing.” 

The project is now open to people across the UK, and 
Alzheimer’s charities are calling on people in London to 
register their interest.

New campaign launched to support marginalised residents to vote 


A NEW campaign 
has been launched to 
encourage Hackney’s 


vulnerable and excluded 
people to take part in the 
general election in May. 


Called ‘Have Your 
Say’, the campaign is 
run by charities City 
and Hackney Mind and 
Single Homeless Project 
(SHP). By supporting 
marginalised people to 
add themselves to the 
electoral register, it aims 
to ensure their opinions 
are counted on the key 
issues that may have a 
big impact on their lives, 


such as welfare reform, 
education, health care 
and housing. 

Liz Rutherfoord, Chief 
Executive of SHP, said: 
“There is strong evidence 
that those who are 
socially and economically 
excluded are less likely 
to vote. The decisions 
that politicians make 
affect us all and, in the 
case of vulnerable people, 


perhaps even more so. We 
aim to empower as many 
clients as possible to have 
their say on 7 May.” 

The first step in 
the project is to raise 
awareness of the new 
system for registering 
to vote and to support 
vulnerable people to 
engage with it. The 
campaign is set to run a 
series of workshops and 


events, including a voter 
registration drop-in, 
where people can register 
online.

The Mayor and councillors 

Councillors are elected by Hackney residents and 
serve for four years. The last borough elections 
took place in May 2014. 

Councillors have a range of responsibilities, 
including helping to oversee the Council and 


its services. They hold advice surgeries where 
residents can meet their local representative 
and ask them to take up issues that may 
be of concern. Generally they can help with 
Council related matters, but if the issue is the 


responsibility of another person or organisation, 
councillors can often point people in the right 
direction and tell residents who they need to see. 
Hackney has 57 councillors representing areas 
called wards - see map below. 



Hackney has an executive Mayor, Jules Pipe, who is not a 
councillor, but is directly elected by the entire borough. 

The Mayor is the political leader of the Council, overseeing the 
budget and all Council services. Civic and ceremonial duties are 
undertaken by the Speaker of Hackney who is elected annually 
from among the borough’s 57 councillors. The current Speaker 
is Cllr Sharon Patrick.

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Around the borough in 80 books

HREE big boxes of 
books have been 
added to the Local 
Studies Library 
collection at Hackney 
Archives and are available 
for public reference. 

The library complements 
archival material, 
providing background and 
supplementary information 
for users to expand the 
context of whatever subject 
they are researching. As the 
archival material covers 
almost every aspect of 
the history of the London 
Borough of Hackney, the 
library has to be equally 
broad-ranging, so sourcing 
new additions can be quite 
a challenge. 

Carrying a notebook 
at all times to jot down 
possible additions is 
essential. Recommendations 
from staff and users are 
always helpful, as are 
book reviews or listings 


of new publications in the 
journals Hackney Archives 
subscribes to, as well as 
reading just about 
anything anywhere. 

The interview with Patrice 
Lawrence in the last issue 
of Hackney Today led to 
her forthcoming novel ‘Last 
Man Standing’ being added 
to the shopping list. 

As well as new titles that 
have just been published, it’s 
important to look out for 
older books too, sometimes 
ones that are out of print 
can be bought second- 
hand. Reading through the 
bibliographies in newer 
publications helps here, as 
does browsing online. 

Poking around in second- 
hand bookshops can turn 
up some real gems, and 
successfully tracking down 
an obscure title from years 
ago that contains Hackney- 
related information can be 
an extremely satisfying task. 

The new additions cover a 
wide range of topics. Some 
purchases are specifically 


to help members of the 
Archives team with their 
work, such as ‘Cataloguing 
Sheet Maps’ and ‘Archiving 
Website: A Practical 
Guide’. Most relate to the 
collections themselves, so 
cover a very broad spectrum 
of topics. 

Not all of the books 
are factual. The work 
of contemporary local 
authors is also represented, 
for example ‘I Am China’ 
by Mare Street-based 
novelist Xiaolu Guo, 
and I R Charles’ ‘Under 


A Hackney Sky’, as well 
as those by authors now 
deceased such as ‘Scamp’ 
and ‘Rain On Pavements’ 
by the mysterious Roland 
Camberton, the pseudonym 
of former Hackney Downs 
School pupil Harry Cohen. 

The stories of real people 
are told in ‘Voices From 
The Workhouse’ and 
‘Untold Histories: Black 
People In England And 
Wales During The Period 
Of The Slave Trade’, and 
there’s lots of information 
about successful black 
and ethnic minority 
businesses in ‘Black 
Enterprise In Britain’ 
and ‘How They Made 
A Million: The Dyke & 
Dry den Story’. 

It’s always important 
to be up-to-date with 
publications relevant 
to anniversaries and 
current events, so 
there are works about 
the First World War 
amongst the new 
purchases, such as 


‘London 1914-17: The 
Zeppelin Menace’ which 
tells the story of air-raids 
a century ago, including 
the very first bomb to hit 
London, which fell in 
Stoke Newington. 

There are lots of books 
about transport, including 
a guide to exploring the 
Regent’s Canal, a survey 
of North East London 
trolleybuses, and a history 
of the North London 
Railway. Transport crosses 
with archaeology in a report 
of the finds uncovered 
during the redevelopment 
of the East London Line, 
and there’s another report 
on the site of Holywell 
Priory in Hoxton. 

Although it is of course 
a reprint rather than an 
original copy, the oldest 
new addition to the 
collection is ‘The Wise 
Woman Of Hogsdon’ 
(Hoxton), by playwright 
Thomas Heywood, first 
published in 1638. There’s 
also information about 


Shoreditch’s role in the 
development of English 
theatre in ‘Shakespeare’s 
London Theatreland’ 
and ‘English Professional 
Theatre 1530-1660’. 

All the new books are 
currently on display in 
the public search room at 
Hackney Archives before 
they go onto the library 
shelves, and more new 
stock will be arriving soon, 
so come along and have a 
browse through the many 
titles on offer.

• 1 Scotch bonnet chilli, seeds removed, 
roughly chopped 

•2 spring onions, trimmed, finely chopped 

• 3 tbsp olive oil, plus extra to serve 
•Salt and freshly ground black pepper 
•4x1 OOg sea bass fillets. 

Method 

•Pre-heat the oven to 1 80 degrees C or 
Gas Mark 4 

•For the sea bass: marinade, blend the 


lime juice, coriander, parsley, thyme, allspice, 
Worcestershire sauce, chilli, spring onions and 
half of the olive oil in a food processor until 
smooth. Season to taste, with salt and freshly 
ground black pepper 

•Lay the sea bass fillets skin side down into a 
shallow glass or ceramic dish and pour the 
marinade over the fish. Cover the dish with cling 
film and chill in the fridge for 1 5-20 minutes. 

(Do not leave the fish any longer or the citric acid 
from the lime juice will start to ‘cook’ it) 

•Line a baking tray with parchment paper or
